CONFERENCE SETS UP NEW. 
COMMITTEE. 


_ GENERAL CONSENT. 


London, Dee, 1! 

The separation of Burma from 
India has been approved in prin- 
ciple by the Indian Round Table 
Conference, which to-day decid- 
ed to set up a special committee 
td “consider the nature of the 
conditions which would enable 
Burma to he separated on equit- 
able terms and to recommend 
the best way of sccuring this 
end.” 

This important decision was 
reached after the Burma viewpoint 
had been placed before the confer-' 
ence by Mr. U. Ba Pe. 

The wishes of the ‘people of 
Burma, he said, were’ that their 
country be scparated from Indio. 
They felt that a8 a part of the 
Indian Empire, their nationnl 
status was liable to disappear, 


Self-Government. 


They desired the fullest posstbie 
measure of self-government on an 
equal footing with ‘other solf- 
governing Dominions and, of 
course, under the same Crown. 

On the whole, the people of 
Burma were satisfied that Burma 
should be separated from India | 
without any further delay, pro- 
viding for the minoritios by Bato: 
guards, cithor in the constitution 
itself, or in instructions. to tho 
Governor, whichever may be found 
bost to mect the caso, and also 
making reasonable financial ad- 
justmenta as between India and. 
Burma, and having a Trade Gon- 
vention between the two countrics.

Knowing how jealously the 
Merchant Marine Guilds watch and 
anfeguard the interests of China 
Const officers and engineers, we are 
not surprised that a very emphatic 
protest. should have been lodged 
with the local authorities in con- 
nexion with the promulgation of 
the Iateat anti-piracy regulation. 
When on Saturday we rend in the 
Government Gazette that, in future, 
the master or other person in 
charge of a ship was to pe made 
personally ‘responsible for prevent- 
ing possible pirates from coming on 
board, we could not conceive that 
any auch rule wotlld meet with the 
approval of the Guilds.

His tests showed that ~ meacal, 
which is derived from oa cactus 
native to the deserts of Central 
America and enlled by the Indians 
“Devil's root,” or “Sacred mush- 
room of the Aztecs,” evolies: visual 
hallucinations + of astonishing 
vi y and vividness while the 
eyes are cither closed or open, 


Visions for 24 Hours, 


The condition progressed for 
about an hour and a\half, when it 
reached tts maximum. It then con- 
tinued at full power for many more 
hours, In fact 24 houra  pnssed 
before the visions entirely faded. 

While he was under the influence 
of the drug Dr. Critchley was able 
to write down descriptions of what 
she saw. He has told the Society 
for the Study of Inebricty and 
Drug Addiction that he snw: 

Yellow specks dotted on a. black 
background ... they are becom- 
ing larger and more numerous, and 
are forming 4 pattern.
